Einstein. And what is evcrn more 
shocking, they have gone so far as 
to suggest that they didn't believe 
anybody else either inside or outside 
of the senate understood the thing 
either. This is how it happened: 


Senator Williams is talking about 


the "steam roller" which the Republi- 
cans admit they are about to apply 
over the heads of their Democratic 
brethren in the matter of appointing- 
committees in the senate. Says Mr. 
Williams with his far-famed eloquence: 


"T. understand how a great intellect 


can roll over 
'common plebeian 


minds.' I understand how a great 
scientist like Isaac Newton could 
bring- into th© -world a new principle 
that would control mankind forever. 
But I do not understand how a politi- 
cal 'steam roller" can control a Demo- 
cratic country of tolerably intelligent 
people. Mark you, I did not say in- 
telligent people—-I said tolerably in- 
telligent people, I recognize' that 95 
out of 100 men are not very intelli- 
gent at all, but I do not understand 
bow a partisan steam roller without 
any sptntnal attributes, without any 
scientific attributes, without any in- 
tellectual 
attributes, 
without any 


moral excellency, merely the excei- 
lency in membership in some so-called 
party, 
coTild manage to control a 


country which imagines 
itself in- 
teHectnat- 


Mr. Penrose replies thus: 
"The 
senator referred very elo- 


o^zently to Newton and others who 
have contributed to science. I know 
the senate would patiently listen to 
him if he would explain his views on 
Einstein's theory of relativity." 


Too Deep For Him 


Mr. "Williams answers: 
*T have long contended that the 


wittiest, the vaguest, and the moat 
indefinite man in this Ixidy is the 
senator from Pennsylvania but I did. 
not know tmtfl this morning that he 
could discover anything more vague 
or indefinite than himself. I frankly 
confess that I do not believe the sena- 
tor from Pennsylvania 
understands 
Einstein. I frankly, confess that I 
do not believe the senator from Con- 
necticut (Mr. Brandogee) would even 
contend that he understood Einstein, 
and I do not believe that even the 
senator from Massachusetts 
(Mr. 


Ijodge) would make a. very positive 
pretense in that direction. 


Whereupon Mr. Penrose rejoins: 
"I own a volumo of Einstein in the 


introduction of which it is stated that 
there are only twelve mon in all the 
world who understand the book. I 
thought, perhaps, the senator from 
Mississippi was one of them. I con- 
fess that I have nearly lost my mental 
faculties in trying to understand 
Einstein."

"I believe it is the Earl of Derby 


who once said that there were only 
two men who ever understood tlie 
Near Eastern question, that one of 
them was dead and that he himself 
was getting old and had pretty nearly 
forgotten it all. So far as Einstein is 
concerned I did endeavor for a little 
while to understand Einstein. I do 
not believe the senator from Penn- 
sylvania ever even tried but I frankly 
had tho wisdom to confess that I did 
not -understand Einstein.

"The 
assistant government," Bar- 


rett described 
as "that 
concealed 


agency which works night and day 
in interest of its clients." and -which 
is bending agriculture almost to tho 
breaking point. 


"Every day and every hour," Bar- 


rett said, "the farmer is urged to keep 
the political faith, to refrain from the 
practice or advocacy of radicalism, to 
be silent while great interests are ar- 
tificially diminishing the value of his 
products or are engaged in disem- 
bowling tho government bonds which, 
he was assured would be worth one 
hundred cents on the dollar." 


The plight 
of the farmer is des- 


perate, Barrett continued, and on its 
solution depends the solution of other 
important problems. 


The farmer, Barrett charged, has 


jeen discriminated against by those 
controlling the country's finances pre- 
venting- him from getting credit and

purchasers at one dollar a gallon, 
Chief Ashworth of the United States 
customs service said here Wednesday. 


The whisky is for sale by the cus 


toms service -which seized it 
from 


Ixirder rum runners. Before offering 
it for sale, the customs service has 
tested and none is offered which 
less than eighty proof which mean 
that it contains about 40 per cent a 
cohol. This is fully up to the pre-war 
liquor standard. 


"Customs houses all over the coun 


try are overflowing with this seizei 
liquor." said Ashworth. 


"Unless we 
find purchasers w 


shall have to destroy it. It is accum 
ulating faster than we can store it 
The customs officials arc embarrasset 
by the quantities in which it is 
seized. It makes the offices a targe 
for burglars and costs money to gnarc 
it. Some time ago we had a total o 
nearly 800,000 quarts. Probably by 
now it is beyoml the 1,000,000 mark.

DEFEAT OF THE BURKE 


FORESTRY BILL 


The defeat of the Btirke reforestation 


bill in the assembly is not so much a mat- 
ter of regret because of its specinc conse- 
quences as because it reflects a deplor- 
able indifference to a serious and import- 
ant economic problem. If the house had 
& better proposal to make than that con- 
tained in the Burke bill, which empow- 
ered the state through the conservation 
commission to purchase county lands 
adapted to forestry purposes, and would 
undertake to enact, it into law ihat would 
be a constructive attitude, but to merely 
kill an obviously meritorious bill and of- 
fer nothing in its place amounts to saying 
that reforestation is of no consequence to 
Wisconsin and is a subject upon which 
no legislation is necessary. 


A policy of this sort is nothing more 


nor less than legislative improvidence. It 
cornea close to the border line of legisla- 
tive incompetence. The facts about, the 
depletion of our timber resources, both 
within the stafe and nationally, are 
«=o 


imposing that to ignore them is an indict- 
ment of our common sense and foresight. 
Not only is Wisconsin doins nothing to 
materially increase its forests as a state 
asset, but it is doing little to entourage 
private initiath-e in this direction. 


Reforestation is receiving attention in 


many states, and the rebults of this polu y 
wili'react to their benetit and prosperity 
in the years to come, ll is particularly 
unfortunato that a stale which is the 
natural ground for developing timber re- 
sources "and possesses so much unused 
land adapted to reforestation is a laggard 
in this great conservation program. Wis- 
consin depends upon its legislature t<r pro- 
mote reforestation. 
If the legislature 


docs nothing, notching will be done. All 
persons who hav? an understanding of 
the timber situation and who have given 
it thought, and analysis know that one of 
the country's chief needs w to replenish 
its, tree supply. There is no reason why 
any person .-honld not have this under- 
standing, for the farts are dear, even to 
mathematical calculation. 


If there were any question as to the vai-
